A Paris Journal Evidently Imnginos It

It 
‘he thought Canada would accept vunres- 
sricted reciprocity it is doubtful if he would 
| have offered it, Ina word, itis the well 
‘settled resolution of intelligent public 
opinion in this courtry that if the Cana- 
dian Provinces want the commercial ad- 
vantages of States in the Union, they 
must also take upon themselves the 
| political obligations, and castin their lot 
‘for good and all with the rest of the con- 
tinent. They must cease to be British 
| dependencies and become Amerioan com- 
monwealihe. 

“For this great step a very Aatpe notiiee, 
if not a majority, of individual Canadians 
are ready now. Many others are hed 
pack by the hope that, in the fluctuations 
of parties.on this side of the border, they 
will ,et all the commercial privileges they 
want without incurring ‘the political 
obligations. This hope is a delusion. 
We are Americans here before we are 
Democrats or Republicans, or Populists 
or Prehibitionists. All parties are one 
when the safety er glory of the republic is 
involved. While welove our Canadian 
neighbors, we cannot permit them to the 
privileges of thé family unt] they become 
eur brethren in very tiuth, The latch is 
always out for them, and they can come 
in and share the continental feast of pros- 
perity whenever they please, but we shail 
not carry the victuals out to them. They 
must come in and sit at the table with the 
rest of us. 

**It will be well for them not to waste 
the precious time in foolish hopes that 
they can enjoy, all our privileges and per- 
form none of our duties. So long as they 
insist on being European in their political 
relations they must be content to look to 

Europe for their trade. They have free 
trade with Great Britain now, so far as 
Great Britain can give it to them. Much 
good may it do them. If their ‘hearts 
remain 3,000 miles away from ns, their 
pockets and their stomachs nust follow 
their hearts.’

United States have profited the most. They 
wero the first to begin, ona larger acale 


at loast, and they have gone on until 
they may be said to be growing evory- 
thing. Though the larger part of their 
product is already required for home use, 
their shipments ‘elaawhero have become 
® business of groat gain to them, and 
have aided largely in the opening of 
now torritorios, but let it be remembered 


that, unlike wa, thoy live exclusively on 
what they rage, and only wend away their 
earnings 
The canning trade of the west has been 
carried to its actual success, not by ex. 
portation, but by home consumption, Of 
the 1,100,000 tins of fruit prepared in Cali- 
fornia in 1890 only 147,000 are shown to} 
have beon shipped abroad from Californian | 
porta ; all the rest ‘‘went east”; and though 
we must allow largely for exportationa from 
Chicago, which has become great distrib. 
uting center, itis beyond doubt that the 
greater portion of the rest was used for 
native wants, Inthe matter of fruit the 
yiold can hardly keep up with the home de- 
mand, although its increase is so rapid that 
tho quantitios of many sorta of both tinned 
anidldried/feultas are doubling from year to 
ear, And so itisin many other trades, 
ie pack of tinned salmon on the Pacitic 
connt affords almost the solo example of 
overproduction ; it reaches to about 1,600,- 
000 cases, of which British Columbia fur- 
nishos 400,000 and the United States 1,- 
200,000, The markeb cannot absorb all 
this, and the make will have to be cut 
down, 

‘The provision trade of Chicago now at- 
tains an annual income of $28,000,000, al- 
though meat canning has spread away from 
its great home to many new points out 
West, and is prospering, especially at 
Cedar Rapids, Sioux City, and Kansas City. 
Boot sugar making is also on the increase. 
In Canada, too, there has been much pro- 
gross, especially since the opening of the 
Canadian Pacific railway ; but in compari- 
son with what is happening in the States, 
Canada seems fast alae 

Australia is only beginning; but she is 
trying her hand a psy products, and 
there ia good ground to hope that, as the 
yeass pass on, she may become the greatest 
ofonr purveyors. If she could cure the 
warthy taste of her wines, they might be 
largely sold among us, India is augment- 
ing her shipments to us, and there—as 
Mmost overywhere, indeed—food of various 
sorts is assuming an important position 
among exports, In Europe itsolf the pro- 
duction of many of the more delicate articles 
is steadily gaining strength. Malta and 
Teneriffe are supplying ns with increasing 
quantities of potatoes ; and even in such an 
out-of-the-way little country as Bosnia an 
important commerce has grown up in dry 
plums, from 15,000 to 40,000 tons being 
sent away each year, according to the crop. 
All the world is gaining in proportion as we 
gain ourselves. —Blackwood’s Magazine.

WaAsuaron, Dec. 7.—President Harrison 
han delivored his annoul message to Con 
reas, That which is interesting to Cana 


confer aw to the pousibility of onlarging 
Upon terms of mutual advantage the Con 
mercial Exchanges of Canada ond the 
United States, anda conference was held 
at Washington, with Mr. Blaine ac ting for 


t noting as commissioners 


on the part of Great Britain. 

The conference developed the fact that 
the Canadian Goyornmont was only prepa: 
ed to offer to the United States,in exchanpe 
for the concessions asked, the adinission «{ 
natural products, Tha stitomeut wna 
frankly mado that favored rates could not 
be given to the United States as against the 
Mother Country 

‘This admission, which was foreseeu, 1 
cossurily terminated the conference apon 
the question. Tho benefits of an exchange 
of natural products would be almost wholiy 
with the people of Canada. ‘ 

Some othor topics of interest wore con- 
sidered in the conference, and have resulted 
in tho making of a convention for exainin 
ing the Aluskwx boundary aud the waters of 
Passamaquoddy Bay, adjacent to Eastport, 
Me., in the initiation of anufrangenent for 
the probation of fish in the coterminous { 
and neighboring waters of our northern 
border. 

The controversy as to tolls on the Wel: 
land Canal, which was presented to Canada 
at tho Inst nossion by special niessage, having 
failed of adjustment, [ felt constrained to 
exercise the authority conferred by the act 
of July 26, 1892,and to proclaim susponsion 
of the free use of St. Mary's Falls Caual to 
cargoes in transit to Canada, 

The Secretary of the Treasury estab- 
lished such tolls as were thought to be 
| equivalent to the exactions unjustly levied 
Upon our commerce in Canadian canals, 

If, ns we must suppose, tho political re- 
lations of Canada ren the disposition of the 
Canadian Government are to romain wo- 
changed, a somewhat radica! revision of 
our trade relations should, I think, be 


made. Our relations must be intimate, 
aud they should be friendly. 
Dislikes Canada's Protests, 

I regret (o say, however, that in many 
of the controversies, notably those as to 
tho fisheries on tho Atlantic, the sealing in- 
terests on the Pacific and the canal tolls, 
our negotiations with Great Britain have 
continuously been thwarted or retarded by 
unreasonable and unfriendly objections and 

rotests from Canada. In the matter of 
the canal tolls, our treaty rights were 
flagrantly disregarded. . 

Lis hardly too much to say that the 
Canadian Pacific aud other railway lines 
which parallel our northern boundaries are 
sustained by commerce, having either its 
origin or terminus, or both, in the United 
States, Canadian railroads compete with 
those of the United States for our traffic 
and without the restraints of the Interstate 
Commerce Act. The cars pass almost 
without detention into and out of our terri- 
tory, ‘he Canadian Pacific Railway 
brought into the United States from China 
and Japan, via British Columbia, during 
the year ended June 30, 1892, 
24,039,689 pounds of freight and it carried 
from the United Stutes to be shipped to 
China and Jupan, via British Columbia, 
24,068,346 


States to our Pacific ports during the same 
year 13,912,073 pouudsof freight, and there 
were received over this road at the Uniled 
States eastern porta, from porta on the 
Pacific const, 13,293,315 pounds of freight, 
Mr. Joseph Nimmo, jr., former chief of the 
Bureau of Statistics, when before the 
Scnate Committce on relations with Canada, 
April 26, 1890, said that “the value of 
goods thus transported between different 
points in the United States across Canadian 
territory probably amounts to $100,000,000 
a year.” 
Retaliation Advocated, 

There is no disposition on tho part of the 
people or Government of the United States 
terfere in the sinallost. degree with the 
politival relations with Canada, ‘That Fk 
tion is wholly with her own people. t is 
time for us, however, to consider whether, 
if the present state of things and trend of 
things is to continue, an interchange upon 
lines of lund transportation should not be 
putiipon a different basis, and our entire 
independence of Canadian canali of the St. 
Lawrence as an outlet to the sen secured by 
the construction of an Aterican caval 
around the Falls of Niagara, the opening of 
ship communication betweon the great lakes 
aud of our own seaporty, 

We should withdraw the support which 
is given to the railroad aud steamship lines 
of Canada by a traffic that properly belougs 
to us, and no longer furnish the earnings 
which lighten the ovlorwise crushing weight 
of the enormous public subsidies that have 
Leen given to thom, 

Bonding Privileges. 

Tho subject of the power of the Treasury 
to deul with this mattor without further 
togislation has been under discussion, but 
circumstances haye postponed a conclusion, 

{tis probablo that a consideration of the 
propriety of a modification or abrogation of 
the articles of the treaty of Washington ro- 
lating to the transit of goods in boul is in- 
yolyed in any complate solution of the 
question, The coustruction of the Canadian 
Picific Railway and the establishment 
under large subventions from Canada avd 
England of fast steamship servico frow 
Vauvouver with Japan and Chine seriously 
threaten our shipping futerests in the

The two physicians, after exposing the 
radial artery under cocaine, pierced it with 
a hypodermic needle, to which was at- 
tached an improvised apparatus capable of 
forcing the chemical blood directly into the 
blood current of the patient’s artery. The 
Teoult of the first injection was a decided 
improvement. ‘The pulse lowered from 164 
to 115 beats per minute ina very short 
time, 

The patient is apparently on the road to 
complete recovery, It is claimed that this 
is tho first time in the United States that 
transfusion has been directly injected into 
An artery. 


GOLD IN NOVA SCOTIA. 


A Dig Discovery that Passes Anything Yet 
Disclosed There, 


Truro, Dec, 9.—Great excitement pre- 
vails here just now in consequence of a big 
discovery of gold at the Curibou mines, 
worked by the Truro Gold Mining Company, 
about 30 miles from here. The present dis- 
covery passes anything yet discovered in 
Nova Scotia, and is expected to turn out 
the biggest and richest gold mine yet opened 
in Canada, The first crushing was 28 
tons, and yielded over 103 ounces of 

old. At a greater depth the next 
lot showed a most encouraging in- 
crease, the yield being 272 ounces from 22 
tons of quartz, which shows a value by the 
official mint return of $5091, the total ex- 
pense of mining and milling not exceeding 
$700, Ore worth over $1000 per ton is 
coming out and more is being uncovered. 
This is not a pocket or nugget mine, as the 
strike gradually increases in richness and 
thickness and shows every indication of 
continuing to great depths. Many other 
leads are known by their croppings to in- 
tersect the mining areas, but their richness 
is yet undetermined, being totally unde- 
yeloved. 5

flour for the lumber camps. A_ large 
wheel and a few logs alone remain as 
snonuments of this enterprise. For the 


name of it, Mr, Egan, made a shipment 
of 16 bbls floue to England. 1 was 
charmed with the lumber camps and had 
my ileas with regard to them completely 
changed as a result of my vait, L ex- 
pected to find a lumber camp in possession 
of a crowd of wooly bruisers, whose, ab- 
sence fr m civilised society was so much 
the better for society, buta civil, istsili- 
gent, industrious lot of men can scarcely 
be found anywhere. A quarrel among 
them 1s rare, 

A stranger in this country, if he is in- 
quisitive, will wonder how settlers judge 
toe distance fom plice to place, Feopl: 
here are accumstomed to walking, ten or 
fificen miles to them 1s no more thought 
of t ana walk from Oshawa to the Grand 
Trunk depot, and they are walkers 
too. Ino iced an old maa upwar s of 70 
years as we we were going into Maynooth 
on our way north, When our horses 
trotied we passed hm, when they walkec 
he passed us, and our horses were not 
slow walkers either. In the end he got to 
the village first. [a another case I wis ou 
the road in company with another persor, 
when a middle aged man came from a 
house carrying agun and a well fille | 
bag. We_were in no hurry, but wee 
wilkig at ata fair pace. After we had 
walked about a mile wy companion call 
my attention to the mar with the guna t 
big. He was just going over a hill about 
a mile distant. Dhese inciJents will show 
that the people here are walkers. They 
calculate thata man walks about tour 
milcs an hour, when in reality he will 
walk about six or seven. In this way they 
measure distance, that is, by the length of 
time it takes a man to walk it, Then, 
when the country is surveyed they take 
the surveyor’s lines, when the road is as 
zig zig asa rail fence. 

This is indeed a back country. Ina 
place where lumber js so plentiful a saw 
mill is unknown, None of the lumbermen 
will build a mill, and the settlers do not 
care t2 do so as the owners of the limits 
are held in great respect, to put it pleas- 
antly, Settlers areallowed to take what 
timber they require for thoir own use 
and nothing is said, but they think if they 
put up a mill st would not be popular with 
the limit owners. So they erecta square 
frame upon four upright posts, uponwhich 
the log is placed and with a leng saw, 
somewhat like a cross-cut saw the lumber 
iscut, Mr. Dunn cut enough inthis way 
to about build ahouse. It is aslow pro- 
cess but the clear air of this e'evated re- 
gion generatesenergy and that is the 
capital that is required. A few years will 
work a marked change here, for the sur- 
vey for the Ot‘awa, Arnprior and Parry 
Sound railway has beea made, and the 
line will run in this immediate neighbor- 
hood, The railway will make this coun- 
try as much the front as we are along the 
Grand Trunk, Mr. Booth is the priacipal 
pusher of this project and will see it 

through,

Mr. Bowell’s elevation to the Senate is 
not regarded by his friends as a promotion 
in the fullest sense of the word, The St. 
John Sun observes that it can hardly be 
1 at hts own roquest that the new Minister 

of Trade and Commerce takes a seat in 
the Senate. He is inclined to impetuosity, 
and consequently a position that requires 
the soft answers that turn away wrath is 
not the one he would choose, He was 
full of fight asa terrier, says the Sun, but 
the leader of the Senate should possess @ 
grave and judicial manner, There are 
two explanations of Mr. Bowell’s cleva- 
tion, either of which may be correct.

Mr. Reid has made a thorough success 
of cheesemakiug forover twenty-four years. 
He is the oldest and most practical expect 
at the business we have in the Deminion 
of Canada and tho youthful cheesemaker 
would do well to follow in his footsteps.

It will he remembered some time ago it 
was inentioned in Chis correspondence that

for the exercise of executive clemency in 
the case of Robert McGreevy, who was guns 
demned by Judge on April 22 Jaat to 
12 mouths’ imprisonment in consequence of 
@ suit brought against hin by his brother, 
the Hon. Thomas McGreevy. When “Bob” 
found that he was likely 10 be convicted he 
“jumped his bail” and joiued bis friend, the 
notorious Owen Murphy, w o had preceded 
him to New York. After a while he grew 
tired of exile, returned to Cauada, 
delivered himaelf up, pleaded guilty 
and was sentenced to one yenr'a im: 
prisonment, In hiv remarks while passing 
| sentence Judge Bosse sail that tuking into 
| account the prisoner's age aud the state of 
| his health he would have been disposed to 
regard six inouths as sufficient punishment 
| had it not heen for the act of contempt of 
\ court by eecaping from ita joriadiction, and 
| for thia lateer offence he increased the term 
| of sentence to one year. The petition for 
clemency has’ been somwe time under the 
consideration of the Minister of Justice, 
who finally reported to His Excellency that 
in view of the fact that the prisoner 
bad yoluntarilly surrendered himself 
he thought three months would have been 
sufficient punishment for the attempted 
escape from justice, and His Excellency, 
concurring in ‘this view, has been pleased 
to order a remission of three montha of the 
term of imprisonment, and McGreevy will 
consequently be released on Jan. 22. 

An order in-council has been passed ape 
pointing Mr. J. H. Balerson, private secre- 
tary to the Hon. J, G, Haggart, secretary 
ot the Department of Railways and Canals 
in place of Mr. A. P. Bradley. Mr, Balder- 
son was for several years in the office 
of the auditor-general, and on the en- 
trance of Hon. Mi. Haggart into the Ministry 
as Dostmaster-General he was appointed 
private secretary, a position he has filled 
most admirably. For somestime past he has 
been combining the duties of acting secre- 
tary of the department with his own and 
has proved himself a, most capable and 
efficient officer. Who will be his successor 
in the private secretaryship is not known 
at presont, but it is considered most pro- 
bable that it will be Captain H. H. Gray 
of the Postoffice Departinent. 

Mr. Collingwood Schreiber, Deputy Mis- 
ister and Chief Engineer of the Department 
of Railways and Cauals, returned to-day 
from his inspection of the ‘'Soo” Canal. He 
reports that he found that the work had 
progressed very satisfavtorily,and very good 
progress had teen made in the construction 
of the lock, There are no masons at work at 
present, but there are’a number of men atill 
engaged in excavating the approaches te 
the Jock.

Yet the increase in production has gone 
oui spite of the fall in price. A sure 
market being furnished, the mines could 
afford’ to produce all that the Government 
has taken, even at the low prices thia yoar, 
aud it is evident that they have produced 
considerably more, because about $12,000, - 
000 have been exported besides the quan- 
tity used jn the arts. It is an obvious mia- 
take to rely upon a falling price to regulate 
production of this arti -#o long as the 
Government takes enough of the proanct to 
limit the fall. 

Much of the silver is produced jn con- 
nection with other metals, so that its coat 
of production cannot be separately stated. 
Much is produced from minca where the 
cost is so low that the price mast fall much 
further before they cease to be profitable. 
The Government has tried all these years 
to benefit silver producers by sesuring 
higher pricos, but has failed, because it 
has succeeded #0 well in stimulating pro- 
duction, 

This the United States has stated to 
other powers, patiently and courteously, 
with earnest appeal to them for their own 
interests to provide some largor uso of sil- 
ver, The present administration haa done 
alithat it could.

George Taylor, \., P., Gannanoque, in | 


a speech the other day before the conser- | 
vatiye association of Leeds, spoke regard- 
turein.

_ The value of goods entered for consump. 
tion in November was $9,797,979, an in- 
crease of $1,378,263 over last November. 
For the five months the total entered’ for 
consumption was $52,066,414, an increase 
of $3,572,277 over same period Inst year. 

As the imports show an increase, the 
duty collected naturally does so too, The 
amount collected for November was $1,580,- 
873, and for the five inonths $8,926,818, 
showing an increase of $814,008,

The Montreal housewife takes out her 
three “dimes.” and returas with only one 
gallon of coal oil and two cents. This is 
the result of the Canadan tariff and 
kindred governmeatal restrictions on the 
importation of petroleum.

stairs and in the cellar study the recks, or 
upstairs and sce God in some of the higher 
stories, and learn the meaning of the toxt 

when it says: ‘lt is He that buildeth His 
atorios in the heaven.” 

Astronomy was born in’Chaldea. Ite 
mother was Astrology, or tho sciengo of 
foretelling events by juxtaposition of atars. 
The Orients, living much out of doors and 
iu a very clear atmosphere, through which 
the stars shone especially lustrous, got the 
habit of studying the night heavens. in 
the hot seasons caravans journeyed chiefly 
at night, and that gave travellers much op- 
portunity of stellar information. On the 
lirat page of the Bible the sun aud moon 
and stars roll in, The sun, a body nearly 
three million miles in circumference and 
more than twelye thousand times as large 
as our earth; the moon, more than two 
thousand miles in diameter, But God is 
used to doing things on such an omnipotent 
scale that be takes onlyone verse to tell of 
this stellar and lunar manufacture, Yea, 
in throe words all the other words are 
thrown in, The record says, ‘Tho stare 
also!” It takes whole pages for @ map to 
extol the making of a telescepe or micro- 
scope or & magyetic telegraph or a thrashing 
machine, or to describe « fine painting or 
statue, but it was so easy for God to hang 
the celestial upholstery that tho story is 
compassed in one verse; God made two 
sreat lights, the greater light to rule the 
Ht and the lesser light to rule the night. 
“The stars also!” Astronomers haye been 
trying to call the roll of them ever since, 
and they have counted multitudes of them 
passing in review before tho observatories 
Bait at vast expense, and the size and 
number of those heavenly bodies have tax- 
ed to the utmost the scientists of all ages. 
But God finishes all He has to say about 
them in three words, ‘The stars also !” 
That is Mars, with its more than fifty-five 
million square miles, and Venus, with ite 
more than 191 million square miles, and 
Saturn, with its more than nineteen mil- 
lion square miles, and Jupiter, with its 
more than twenty-four billion square miles, 
and all the planets of our system of more 
than seventy-cight billion square miles, and 
those gtors of our system, when compared 
with the stars of the other systems, as a 


Lord that created the heavens, God him: 
self that formed the earth, and made it; 
He hath established it, He created it not 
in vain, He formed it to be inhabited.” 
Now, it he inhabited the earth so that it 
would not be created in vain, would he 
make worlds hundreds and thousands of 
times larger and not have them inhabited. 
Speaking of the inhabitants of this world, 
Ho says: ‘Tho nations aro as tho drop of & 
bucket.” If all the inhabltanta of this 
world tro as a drop of a bucket, where are 
the other drops ofa bucket? Again and 
again the Bible speaks of the host of 
heaven, and the word “host” means living 
creatures, not mere masses, and the expres 
sion “hosts of heaven” must moan inhabi- 
tanta of othor worlds. 

Without any telescope and without any 
observatory and without any astronomical 
calculations, I know that the other worlds 
are inhabited, because my Biblo and my 
common sense tell me so. It has been inti- 
mated that in the worlds belonging ta 
our solar syatem there is room for at foast 
twenty-five trillion of Vepuleson! And I 
believe it is all occupied or will be ocoupied 
by inteligent beings. God will not fill 
thom with brutes. Te would certainly put 
into these worlds beings intelligent enough 
to appreciate the architecture, the coloring, 
the grandeur, the beauty, the harmony of 
their surroundings. Yeo, the inhabitants 
of these worlds have capacity of locomotion 
like ours, for they would not have had such 
spacious opportunity for movement if they 
had not powers of motion, Yea, they have 
sight, elso why the light; and hearing, else 
how get on with necessary language and 
how clear thomaelyes from advancing 
perils. Yoa, as God made our hamay rage 
in His own image, He prohably made the 
inhabitants of othor conte in His own im- 
age; in other words, it is as near demon- 
stration as I care to have it, that while the 
inhabitants of other worlds have adapta- 
tions of bodily structure to the particular 
climate in which they dwell, thera is yet 
similarity of mental and spiritual charag 
teristics among all tho inhabitants of the 
universe of God, and made in His image 
they are made wonderfully alike 

Now, what would be the practical result 
of thia discussion founded on Scripture and 
common-sense? It is first of ail to enlarge 
our ideas of God, and so intensify our ad- 
miration and worship. Under such consider- 
ation, how inuch more graphic tho Bible 

ueation which seoms to roll back the 
sloeve of the Almighty, and say: ‘Hast 
thoy anarm like God?” The contempla- 
tion also encourages us with the thought 
that if God made all these worlds and popu. 
lated them, it will not be very much of au 
undertaking for Him to make our little 
world over again, and reconstruct the 
character of its population as by grace they 
are to be reconstructed. 

What a monstrosity of ignorance that the 
majority of Christian people listen not to 
the voices of other worlds, although the 
Book says, ‘*Tho heavens declyre the glory

The Present System Ineffooctunl—A Land 
Guard Advised, 


Wasutxatox, Deo, 24.—Capt. Healy of 
the United States revenue catter Bear re- 
ports his arrival at San Francisco from 
Alaska. The Bear left the Seal Islands on 
Nov. 30 Capt. Healy in his report says 
that the present system of guarding seal 
rookeries is ineffectual. 

The rough weather that prevails about 

the islands prevents revenue cutters frown 
approaching the shore close enough to be of 
auy service, If thoy go close enough for 
service they run imminent risk of 
being dashed upon the shore and 
wrecked, The darkness preyails for 16 to 
18 hours out of 24, increasing tho risks and 
preventing those afloat from  sreking 
maruaders. With all these obstacles 
one vessel can ouly guard a small coast.

TO FREE THE BONDMEN 


THE THRILLING EXPERIENCE OF A 
FORM.R BOLLEVILLIAN 


(Continued frem Saturday.) 


Dr. Ross was initiated intoa knowledge 
of the relief seciction and the m thods 
adopted to circulate infermation among 
the slaves of the south ; the routes to be 


takea by the slaves alter reachiog the so 

called free states anc the relief posts 
where shelter ani aid for transportation 
could be ebtained. The fugitive was not 
wafo until he reached Canadian soil as 
under the previsiens of the “ Fugitive 
slave aw” (he north was compelled te act 
an a police detective for the capture and 
retura to slavery of the runaways. Gerrit 
Smith also accompanied Dr. Ross to Ohio 
and Indiana, where he made the personal 
acquaintance of friends in those States 
whe ut the risk of lifeand property gave 
shelter to the fugitive and help 
them to reach Oanada, There .was 
then much diversity of = epinion 
among abolitionists as to the methods 
that should be employed to free the slave 
frum bondage. While he sympathized 
with every man and woman who desired 
the freedom of the slive, Dr. Rosa’ views 
accorded with those who telieved human 
slavery to be such a monstrous wrong and 
injustice that any measure, no matter how 
vivlent, was justifiable in so holy a cause, 
{n Philadelphia he made the necessary 
preparation for active work in the South- 
ern states, being arsisted by his good 
friends, Gerrit Smith, Theodore Parker 
and Lewis Tappan. Ip undertaking this 
mission he did nob disguise from himself 
the dangers he would have to encounter, 
nor the fact that a speedy and perhaps 
erie] death would be his lot should bis 
purpose beconie known. He felt convine- 
ed, however, thatthe only effectual way 
to help the slaves was to aid them to os- 
eape from bondage. To accomplish that 
it was necessary to go to thein, advise 
them and give them practical assistance. 
Fer with but few exceptions the slaves 
were in absolute ignorance of everything 
beyond their plantation or town. Before 
leaving Philadelphia it wars utually agreed 


| between Dr. Ross friends and hinuself in 


respect to confidential correspondence 
that the term “hardware” was te mean 
males and ‘‘drygoods” females. He was te 
notify his friencs in Philadelphia if po3- 
sible whenever a package of “hardware” 
or “dry goods” was started for freedom, 
and they iu turn were to warn the friends 
in Ohio and Pennsylvania to be on the 
look out for runaways. 

Early in 1857 Dr. Ross crossed the 
Potomac en route for Richmond. The 
enly weapon he carried was a_ revolver 
which had been presented to him by a 
Bostonian who afterwards became gov- 
ernor of Massaehusetts, In Richmond he 
went to the house of a friend, and, hav- 


jing determined upon the best plan to 


adopt, he invited a number of the most 
intelligent, active und reliable slaves to 
meet him at the house of 2 colored 
preacher on Sunday evening. On the 
night appointed 42 slaves as:embled, to 
whom he exp/ained h s purpose in visiting 
the slave states, (he various routes frem 
Virginiato Ohio and Pennsylvania and 
the nomes of friends in border towns who 
would help them on to Canada. He re~ 
quested them to circulate this informa- 
tion discreet ly, and told them that if any 
of their number desired to make the at- 
tempt to gain their freedom he would sup- 
ply them with weapons to defend them- 
selyes and as much food as they could con- 
veniently carry, Onthe next Sunday 
evening there were at the same house 
nine stout intelligent young men, ready to 
gain their freedom or die in the attempt. 
te each he gave a few dollars, a pocket 
compass, knife, pistol and as much cold 
meat aad bread as could be carried with 
ease. They were to travel only by night 
and the route was to be through Pennayl- 
vania to Erie, and thenee to Canada. 
They all arri ed safely at their destination 
and in 1863 tho doctor enlisted three of 
them in a colored regiment in Philadelphia 


formed fer service in the war 
that gave freedom to their race. 
Two of the nine _ fugitives 


from Richmond were married men and 
left their wives and children behind them. 
One of the women made her escape and 
reached Canada within six months after 
her husbant had gained his liberty, and 
together they lived andfprospered at 
Chatham. ©ntheday following depar- 
ture ofthe litcle band, Dr, Ress left Rich- 
mond and went to Nashville, Tenn., 
where as a result of his work seven m:ore 
slaves were started upon the road to free- 
dom. They set out at midnight and next 
evening the di ctor mailed letters to friends 
in Evausville, Ind., Cincionati and Cleve-

the post office a man handed him a small ; 


printed bill announcing the escape of 
thirtecn slaves from Richmund and offer- 
ing a reword ot $1,000 for their capture. 
Dr. Ross concluded it was about time to 
leave for other fields of labor, and next 
day started for Memphis, There he went 
toa hotel, and, being tired, he lay down 
upon a couch to rest. He fell asleep, but 
was awakened by the sheuting of a news- 
boy under his window. The burden of his 
ory was the escape of several slaves from 
Nashville in one nignt. Dr. Ross 
called to the boy to bring the paper up 
The paper announced the escape of seven 
slaves from Nashville, and stated that a 
reward ot $300 would be paid for the re- 
turn of each of the slaves and $1,200 for 
the apprehension of the “accursed” abo- 
tiomist who had induced them to forsake 
their masters. Dr. Ross, realising the 
danger he was in, left the hotel and went 
to the homble dwelling of a colored man 
upen whom he had been told in Nashy lle 
he could rely. This poor negro, thougt 
he could have secured the reward ef 
$1,200, upon reading the offer in the 
newspaper, grasped the doctor's hand ana 
said, “Massa, l’d die tor you. Wuwat 
shall wedo?” The paperalso contained 
the announcement that a steamer would 

leave for 5t. Louis that night at 9 o'clock. 
It was then 3, so that he had six hours to 
remain in the very jaws of death. While 
changing his attire he heard an animated 
discussion inthe next room between the 
negro ma , his host, anda female. The 
woman implored him toask Dr, Ross to 
take her to Canada, where her husband 
then was, ‘Ine man told her the doctor's 
life was already in d nger, and that if 
she were to ge with him it would render 
his escape very difficult, Sill she goo- 
tinued to beg. Dr. Ross determined to 
take her, and at his suggestion she was 
dressed in male attire, that she might ao. 

company him in the capacity of valet, He 


named her “Sam” and called himself 
“Mr. Smith of Kentucky.”. Upon ar 
riving at the landing they found that the 
steamer did not leave until nearly 11, and 
they wore compelled to spend two hours 
of misery, every minute being filled 
with visions of disaster By- 
and-by the boat started, and they 
breathed easier. Dr. Ross and his charge 
reached St Louis safely and thence jour 
neyed by the way of Chicago to Detroit, 
where under the cover of darkness they 


were rowed across the river to Windsor. 
The fugitive slave was sent on to Loudon, 
where she joined her busband_and wherein 
1863 Dr. Ross dined at their pretty little 
home 1
